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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of species I in the reply filed on 5/09/2005 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 5-8 and 1 3-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected embodiment, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
5/09/2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claims 9-12 are directed towards non-statutory subject matter. As the 
claimed subject matter lacks utility (note the 101 rejection below), the specification 
cannot enable one to use the claimed invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 13-16 are directed towards an 
algorithm which is not a process, machine, manufacture or composition. Note MPEP 
2106. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kerns et 
al (US# 6393345). 

Kerns et al disclose all the limitations of the instant claims including; 
algorithmically predicting brake booster vacuum (steps 212-220); determining whether 
the predicted brake booster vacuum is above a threshold vacuum; and modifying 
operation of the engine to lower a brake booster vacuum of the engine if said step of 
determining determines the predicted brake booster vacuum is above the threshold 
vacuum. See column 5, lines 38-45. 

Regarding claim 2, see column 4, lines 50-60, and figure 2, steps 212 or 214. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 



Conclusion
